Japs Reported Closing in 
for Battle ofiGuadalcanal 
Despite Losses Suffered 


Washington, Oct. 24—(/P)—Japan-®- 


cse invasion forces dealt a severe 
naval loss by Allied bombers in 
the southwestern Pacific, apparent- 
ly were closing in on embattled 
Guadalcanal island today for an 
all-out assault on the American- 
held airbase. 


Disclosing lhal the Japanese had 


landed on Russell island, about 30 
miles norhtwest of Guadalcanal, 
naval 
spokesmen 
acknowledged 
that the invaders might have es- 
tablished similar positions on other 
neighboring small islands. 


While the navy reported yester- 


day additional deslruction of 12 
Nipponese planes and repulse of a 
second enemy "feeler" attack on 
he 
Guadalcanal airfield, heavy 
bombers under Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's Australian command sank 
or badly damaged 10 Japanese ves- 
sels including a cruiser. 


Raiding with "deadly effect," Al- 


lied headquarters said, the bomb- 


rs dumped explosives on the cruis 
r, a destroyer and eight trans- 
ports or cargo ships at Rabaul, 
New Britain, just west of Bougain- 
ville island in the Solomons.

But if-I filled a dozen' columns, 
I still couldn't give you air the 
information

stations pour put in reams of pam- 
phlets, mimeographed orders, and 
printed explanations on ev^ry sub- 
ject under the military sun. 


However, remember this: If you 


wait to be drafted, you'll go, into 
the Army. The only way to get 
into the Nayy, Coast Guard and 
Marine Corps is to enlist. 


The Coast Guard and Marines 
are the Navy, although in many 
cities they have their own recruit- 
ing stations. 


If you can make the grade, they 


offer faster advancement in pay 
and ratings (particularly in the 
case of the Marines and Navy) 
than does the Army. Out of the 
wartime complement of a modern 
battleship, there are less than 100 
non-rated men"—that is men of 
a grade lower than third class 
petty officer. 


If a man wants tp enlist, yet 
wants to earn more than mini- 
mum base pay he should play his 
own personnel 
officer — examine 


all of his abilities in the light of 
demands from all branches of the 
service and then hit the recruiting 
stations for all the 
information 
along those lines.
